tor.

will be investigated and search"made 
for new ones. It is planned to live in 
part of the country, hence the need

.Much of the country to be travers- 


ed is considered very rich in prehis- 
toric deposits. In the western part of 
the desert the expedition will enter 
a region of caves and rock shelters

world, in all probability."

York for Africa. August 
12. The

STIilXHAUEK PROTESTS 


"I am not opposed to allowing the 


Fifth ward a park, if it wants one." 
said Alderman Steinhauer in the com- 
mittee sesssion. "Whal's more, the 
other wards won't oppose it. But who 
Is it that 'hollers' most? It is the 
Fifth ward. I don't believe the Fifth 
warders want it. 


"If they really want a park, why 


don't they pick out a nice flat piece 
of ground? What's the use of spend- 
ing so much money for a park that 
will serve only a few people around 
here? You say it is to be a play- 
ground. Let the children play on the 
school grounds. That's what they are 
for. 
and you have two of them in 


the ward. They are not too far 
away. In Chicago the children will 
walk five miles to play in a park. 
The idea of buying parks for .every 
ward in "town isn't going to help keep 
the kids off the" streets. , They will 
play there anyway."

"Objection to this park 
because 


it is a ravine is unreasonable." said 
Mr. Hassmann in defending the pro- 
ject. "I have always thought that 


. Jones park, which is all ravine, is one 


of the finest parks in the city. Other 
cities will spend thousands of dollars 
just to make ravines to beautify the 
c.ty. This park will not serve merely 
a few people

After the ward 
has graciously consented to purchase 
of parks for other wards, he said, it 
is selfish and ungrateCui to oppose the 
purchase of a park now for the Fifth 
ward, especially since it involves only 
"a small, nyeasly, lousy bit of money," 
he declared.

Washington—While the number of 


riding horses bred in recent years has 
decreased 
enormously, army officers 


say the7 kind and type of this day' is 
far superior in quality and breeding: 
than in the past. 


Not only is there a demand in the 


army for Rood riding: horses, say of- 
ficers of the quartermaster corps, but 
horseback riding, polo and hunting are 
greatly on the increase throughout the 
country, and a good, well-bred riding 
horse is bringing a better price than 
at any time in the history of the 
United States. 


Declaring that breeders' appreciate 


this, the officers point to the numerous 
applications being made to the quar- 
termaster general's office for. remount 


<j sires, more than 1,500 being received. 


To encourage the breeding of light 
horses, the quartermaster corps is dis- 
tributing, stallions of thoroughbred, 
Arab and Morgan breeds. The thor- 
oughbred, or running horse, the offi- 
cers say. is by far the most popular 
sire for the production of riding horses. 


In the army's quest for appropriate 


horses thl entire counlry has been cov- 
ered by army purchasing boards, and 
while the purchasing "program is now 
up to schedule, Major C. L. Scott of 
the remount service, said that "thej 


fact that horses of proper type were 
so hard to locate shows the neglect 
of breeding in the past and tbe scarci- 
ty of Rood sires of riding type at the 
present."

dozen years previous, breeding of .light, 
horses, particularly riding horses., de- 
creased greatly.- in- mari»~ states- the 
drop being from 75 to 90 per.cent. -The 
breeder has now discovered that It 
only pays to raise a-high-class, •well- 
bred colt and that."scrubs" and mon- 
srrjels are of no use and have no sale- 
able value.

hairless' people throughout the civil- 
ized worid. 


Baldness, the speaker averred, was 


more pronounced in cities than among

peasantry. 
There were three 


classes of baldness, namely, congenital 
senile and premature. In ten percent 
of the premature cases cures could be 
effected at a definite age by proper 
treatment. In cases of feverish illness 
01 poisoning of the system, the blood 
pressure and low condition ot the pa 
tient brought about baldness. Smok- 
ing, said the speaker, which introduced 
poison into the blood, was also unqes 
tionably a cause of, it.

In our opinion John G. Blaine is the 


most 
unscrupulous politician "Wisconsin 


has had in years. His handling of the ad- 
ministrative system of state government, 
•his appointments, the methods by -which 
•he has kept himself in power, are'suchas 
not bear careful scrutiny. The deal •vvhich 
has been made for thetwosenatorshipsand 
the governorship is primarily by and for 
himself and his machine.

Before Robert M. La Follette. Sr.. went 


to the United States senate he had given 
many years of service to the people of the 
state in the capacity of governor and other 
official trusts. 
He fought his way from 


the bottom to the top. He proved his met- 
tle and his right to the confidence of the 
people in a thousand tests. 
Nothing of 


the kind can be said of the son who now 
seeks to become his political heir. It is 
one thing to be his father's messenger boy 
and it is another to fill the shoes of a 
United States senator. It is one thing to 
demonstrate one's merit for so high an 
honor and another to ask it as a pure gift, 
unsupported by bonafide claims based on 
. past performances. 


Presumably this is a country in which 


men are elevated to public office because 
of their proven capacity, integrity, service 
and the right «n tlicir own name to politi- 
cal recognition. It will be better for "\Vis- - 
consin if it holds to this rule. 
Had Mr. 


La Follette been elected president, there

for the further reason that no more un- 
sound policy could be adopted in our sys- 
tem of government than the right of in- 
heritance to office. Yet young La Follette

THE HEALTH IN THE AROMA 


. The kind lady who makes a huge pot of cof 
fee at noon for the group of 
unfortunates she 


wishes to matronize. putting the coffee on to boil 
at 11 o'clock, and keeping the pot boiling merv.Iy 
until the whistle blows for noon dinner is not an 
unmixed blessing, but please don't ask me to tell 
her so to her face. Her coffee is .hot. and as black 
as any coffee lover could wish, but it is neverthe- 
less a crime, and the unfortunate operatives who 


_ hesitate to decline lest they injure the kind lady's 
feelings aro entitled to some sympathy if not s>omo 
cream with the tannin solution. It must be about 
as painful for a worker to take a cup of tannin 
along- with his lunch as it is for the tired pro- 
fessional man to havo to attend his lunch club 
and cat a second breakfast or a first dinner right 
in the middle of the day. 


Here is another test of a good cook. A good cook 


never drives off the aroma when she is prepar- 
ing coffee, but keeps it in the pot until you are 
ready to drink it. If you sniff the coffee in the hall 
and even away out by the front door or upstairs, 
either the cook has a mad on and wants to pre- 
cipitate a scene or her culinary education has been 
sadly neglected. 


The pleasant flavor of coffee is largely imparted 


by a volatile aromatic oil. somewhat of the type 
of the oil in orange peel. These volatile oils of the 
aromatic group are all soluble in cold water, and 
cold water, is used 'to prepare peppermint water or 
camphor water. Heat drives off the 'oil as a va- 
por. 
Bear this in mind when making coffee. 


The coffee bean contains also the alkaloid, cnf- 


fiene, which is the -brain heart and kidney stimulant 
in coffee, and tannic acid. Probably a fair dose 
of caffiene is present in the average cup of coffee 
whether the coffee is well made or not. The tan- 


acid, however, imparts a bitter, disagreeable 


taste, and this is another reason why cofee should 
never be permitted to boil, for in boiling more of 
the tannic acid is extracted from the coffee, and 
it is prolonged or constant drinking of this tan- 
nic acid. concoction, not just a single drink, that 
drives men {o the club, be it the Eon Ton or the 
Conner bar. 


Arid let me here add that I am, not fond of any 


special brand of coffee. I am referring' here to cof- 
fee. - Neither am" I saying anything about the 
amount of crime and misdemeanor brewed daily in 
many a church supper room. Aside from the psy- 
chlogical damage, boiled coffee is cruelty to even 
'a tough stomach, for it is as bad as tanning the 
stomach. . 


This is a subject I hate to discuss, for.it is sure 


to bring a lot .of questions from readers who want 
to know just how I make coffee.

When ready to brew, add a jerk of white of 
egg, and stir that in the coffee, then set the 
pot on the fire. 
Watch the pot. and as soon as she shows 
symptoms of beginning to get ready to start 
to boil, snatch her off the 'fire and set pot on 
the whatnot for a few moments to allow the 
coffee to settle, then serve.

Most 
of Conrad's plots are comparatively 
usual, the kind of things that thou-l 
sands of writers attempt every day.J 
"Lord Jim" is an unusual "succesJ^ 
story," "Xostromo" the story of the 
effect of money on character, and 
so on. 
Written by the usvial unin- 


spired novelist they would have, com- 
paratively little meaning and there 
would be no distinction in suggesting 
an ending for the yarn. 


It was Conrad that gave distinction

With him taken out the

among the most Urastic. possession oi 
iquor also is a crime. A defect in the 
previous state prohibition act caused 
several courts to rule that possession 
of itself, was not a crime. The defi 
nition of "liquor" also has been simpli- 


fied, and included in the list are Jamai- 
ca ginger and lemon extract "reason- 
ably likely or intended to be iised as^i 
beverage." Wme.however, is exempt- 
ed for sacramental purposes. 


Provision also has been made for 


more severe penalties for first, second 
and subsequent violations of the lav 
It denies the court the power to sus- 
pend sentence in third and subsequent 
convictions in the clause prohibiting 
transportation. Violations of both sec- 
tions is made a felony, and prison sen 
tence on any conviction is made man- 
datory. 


The penalty for public intoxication 


has been increased, making it a fine of 
from $10 to ?100, to which may be add- 
ed six months' imprisonment in Jail.

right in liquor kept contrary to the act, 
or to any receptacle or vehicle in which 
liquor is kept, and provides that they 
are at once forfeit to the state.

Provision for impeachment and re- 


moval of any state, county, township 
or municipal officer, or municipal po- 
lice who refuse, neglect or fail to dis- 
charge their duty in enforcing the law, 
and that trial be without jury. 


Where any prosecutor fails to do his 


duty, the attorney-general may assume 
charge and employ whatever deputies 
necessary. 


If a witness for the state in a prose 


cution under the liquor laws testifies in 
a manner to incriminate himself, he 
shall be immune from prosecution for 
violation for the act growing out of or 
pertaining to the particular transaction 
concerning which he testifies.

FOREIGN LEGION 


DRAWS WAYFARER 


OF MANY A LAND 


Forty Americans, Some Only 


Self-styled, in Historical 
Unit of French Army 


By Associated Press 


Paris—Approximately 40 self-styled 


Americans are now. serving Jn the 
famous Foreign legion of the French 
army, scattered in Algeria. Morocco. 
Syria and Tonkin. But how many of 
that two-score are really citizens of 
the United States the French war de; 
partment is unable to say. 
All it 


knows is that' within the past three 
years 40 men, describing themselves 
as Americans, have enlisted. 


The reason for lack of accurate 


data on these self-exiled or self-styled 
Americans "is that the French army 
requires absolutely no identity papers 
of applicants for sen-ice in its re- 
nowned expeditionary corps. A'Ger- 
man wko has never been any farther 
west than Frankfurt-on-the-Main may 
present himself before a recruiting of- 
ficer ana join the legion under the 
name of Otto Schmidt. American, born 
in Hobokcn. 
Similarly a Pole may 


join up as Stanislas Skryzskinski. 
American, born and bred in Cleveland. 
Provided the 
applicant meets ' the 


physical 
requirements.

"Xo questions asked," is the legion's 
rule. 


The Legion Etrangere was founded 


"to offer refuge." according to. the 
minister of King Louis Philippe who 
organized it in 1831. "to those for- 
eigners who, by reason of the troubled 
state of Europe, have come within 
our borders, and whose presence, un- 
employed and harassed by necessity, 
may constitute a public danger." Soon 
after 1831 membership In% the legion 
was thrown open to" Frenchmen. From 
the beginning of its history of nearly 
100 years, the legion has normally 
been a good 40 to 50 percent German 
in making up.

Philippe or the tricolor under which 
France's armies have marched during 
the reign of Napoleon III and the 
present republican regime. Th'e glow- 
ing citations which' the polyglot war- 
riors amassed during the late w«i 
are ample proof that their famous 
song, "Having no fatherland, France 
is our mother," is no mere poetical 
imagery.

The legion's strength is now close 


to 20,000 men. In times of peace its 
effectives are normally not employed 
in France proper, but in the colonies. 
The regulations provide that the le- 
gionnaire, who enlists for a five year 
first term of service, shall be rotated 
from Africa to the Far East and back 
again. For the legion the French high 
command tries to live .Up to the old 
recruiting promise of "Join the army 
and see the world." _...

Jnto another tube he pours acid
